SUPPLEMENTAL REQUEST FOR STATUS OF APPLICATION 
AND RESTRICTION RESPONSE 

In response to the September 27, 2005 Office Action, the 
Examiner was called on October 27, 2005 and December 1, 2005 to discuss 
the restriction requirement. The restriction requirement appeared to be in 
error for at least the reason there are only 27 claims and the restriction 
indicated there were 36 claims (Group 1 - claims 1-21; and Group II - claims 
19-36), in which the two Group of claims overlapped. The Examiner indicated 
that he would rescind the restriction requirement and examine all 27 claims. 
Subsequently, a Request for Status of Application was faxed on January 24, 
2006 to request a status and examination of claims 1-27. 

To the extent that previous communications to the USPTO were
